Ee Aw myself with—good or evil?” Test your- 
74 self and see if you relate yourself to 

=A good thoughts and things or to limita- 
tion and adversity. See if you identify your- 
self with that which is high and exalting or 
with that which is ignoble and debasing. 


Many a person has been accused of evil be- 
cause he was identified with those who think 
evil thoughts and commit evil deeds. He was 
accused of evil not because of any evidence that 
he had done wrong but because of evidence that 
he was identified with the thought of evil. He 
was accused of evil because he disobeyed the 
Biblical injunction to “abstain from all appear- 
ance of evil.” 


The person who identifies himself with those 
who gossip comes to be known as a gossiper 
himself. The person who identifies himself 
with those who think of the power and reality 
of disease soon finds that the disease thought 
is contagious and that he is beginning to be- 
lieve in the power and reality of disease. The 
person who identifies himself with those who 
believe in failure and lack finds that his con- 
sciousness of success and prosperity is chal- 
lenged and may be weakened. 


The student of Truth is rather “supersti- 
tious” about identifying himself with evil. He 
knows that there is a certain contagion of 
thought that must be avoided if he is to main- 
tain his position in Truth and be an overcomer 
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of evil. He realizes that he must identify him- 
self with things of merit and quality if these 
are to be manifested in his world and become 
his own. He knows that by his own free will 
he has power to identify himself with what- 
ever he desires and he wisely chooses to identify 
himself with the good only. 


Every concession we may make to the seem- 
ing power of evil serves to identify us with evil. 
To the extent that we believe that evil has 
power over us, to that extent do we give evil 
power. When we concur in any belief in limi- 
tation and adversity we open the way for them 
to become manifest in our experience. 


The student of Truth seeks to drop evil 
thought out of his mind and to identify him- 
self with the good and the true. He avoids 
the appearance of evil. He avoids identifica- 
tion with evil when it appears and he abstains 
from appearing to do evil. His whole lifework 
comes to be that of identifying himself with 
God, the good. 


By the use of denials and of affirmations of 
Truth we break any identification with evil and 
identify ourselves with good. When we say 
that evil and disease have no place or perma- 
nence in Truth, we open the way to affirm the 
omnipotence of God, the good. If we were to 
concur in the popular belief that disease is true 
of man, we should so identify ourselves with it 
that we should give it place. We should so 
disregard the truth of God’s omnipresence that

the presence of disease would become real for 
the time being. 


When you are malicious toward another, 
you identify yourself with the philosophy of 
Cain. Through your consciousness of malice, 
you open the way for malice to appear in your 
own life. When you are unkind to another, 
you have evidence of your own consciousness 
of unkindness which may attract unkindness 
to yourself. 


To identify yourself with good you must 
think in terms of good. If you want to have 
friends, you must think in terms of friendship. 
You will not attract friends if you identify 
yourself with unfriendly thoughts. If you want 
to identify your business with prosperity and 
success, you must keep the thought of pros- 
perity and success uppermost in your mind and 
in the minds of your assistants and associates. 


Some persons keep before their attention a 
picture of that for which they are praying. 
This plan serves to identify them with the ob- 
ject of their prayer. One man says that he 
writes a letter to God and puts it in his Bible 
and in this way takes a step toward identifying 
— with the thing or condition that he 
seeks. 


The lesson of identification is one that all 
of us need to learn. It has within it the secret 
of demonstration and of answer to prayer. By 
our own free will we can identify ourselves 
with whatever we most desire. 








BY THIS SIGN 


HE MOTTO of Constantine I, In hoc 
mM signo vinces, is one that the Christian 
s may well adopt. Translated, it reads, 
“By this sign [the cross] thou shalt 
conquer.” The practical Christian sees the 
cross not as an emblem of crucifixion but as a 
sign of victory. He beholds the cross as the 
emblem of the victorious Christ. The Christian 
has imprinted upon his heart and soul the 
badge of his fellowship with Christ, the mark 
of His promise of victory. 


The cross is the Christian’s talisman, his as- 
surance of good fortune. By his consciousness 
of the cross, the victory of Christ, he too is vic- 
torious. Christ through spiritual understand- 
ing “crossed out” or obliterated the power of 
evil. As long as man realizes the victory of 
Christ within him, he cannot believe that evil 
or sin can be victorious over him. 


By the sign of the cross you are victorious. 
Christ stamps upon your heart the emblem of 
your victory over every adverse thought or 
situation. You will conquer because Christ in 
the midst of you has conquered. You will suc- 
ceed because Christ never fails. 


Learn to think of the cross, whenever you 
see it displayed, as a statement of Christ’s 
power in you to prevail. It is at once the state- 
ment that you have power to cross out or ob- 
literate all that appears in your life as sinful or 
evil. It is the statement that Christ has ren- 
dered powerless all that would presume to dis- 
turb or injure -you. 





















By THIS SIGN 7 

The student of mystical Christianity looks 
beyond the crucified Jesus and beholds the risen 
and triumphant Christ. Just as Jesus made of 
crucifixion an opportunity for triumph, so can 
man with eyes on the cross make of each trial 
an occasion for victory. In higher understand- 
ing, he can deny and obliterate every appear- 
ance in his life that is ungodlike and undesir- 
able. He can declare the mighty Truth of 
Christ and see it become established as his own 
victory. 

Man stands with Christ at the heart or in- 
tersection of the two lines of the cross. He sees 
it in its mystical significance pointing in four 
directions. Standing with Christ and accept- 
ing the cross as His gift to him, man can look 
in four directions and know that the world is 
his through Christ. 

The cross is so closely identified with Christ 
that we must believe in the power of the cross 
if we are Christians. We must believe it to be 
the Christian’s sign of Christ triumphant in 
himself. If you are a Christian, you must real- 
ize that you carry with you your protection 
— evil, your assurance of the triumph of 
good. 

How would you like to lead a charmed life? 
How would you like to feel that you carried with 
you a charm or emblem of confidence, protec- 
tion, health, and success that would always 
work miracles for you? When you have the 
sign of the cross imprinted upon your heart, 
you cannot fail. It is your security against 
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harm. It is your assurance of the protecting 
power and presence of Christ. 

Think often of yourself as established in the 
light, peace, joy, love, and life of Christ because 
you are a member of His brotherhood. You 
carry His insignia upon your heart. Nothing 
in all the world about you can prevail against 
Him or His cross. You have immunity against 
pestilence and fear. You are protected from all 
that would attempt to prevail against Christ. 

Do you grasp the thought of what it means 
to be a Christian and to wear the insignia of 
Christ, to be one of His followers, to carry the 
sign of His cross? Remember that by this sign 
you will conquer. The world about you will re- 
spect this cross when in your heart and upon 
your countenance you show that you respect it 
yourself. 

The cross of Christ is the badge placed upon 
man that signifies that he is of Christ’s house- 
hold. Those who have accepted Christ wear 
His badge. They belong to a fellowship in 
which they are identified by their consciousness 
of Truth. They are known by their loving 
words. They bear in their hearts the image and 
likeness of Christ. 

By the cross of Christ we conquer. We are 
victorious because the power of Christ must 
prevail. Nothing can prevail against Christ in 
us. He abides in us as our assurance that His 
victory is sure, His triumph certain. In this con- 
sciousness we go forth victorious and tri- 
umphant. 
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THE MYSTERY OF CHRISTIANITY 


m7 EACHERS of theology and writers on 
ecclesiastical subjects have always 
spoken and written of the mysteries 
of Christ as incomprehensible. Possi- 
bly some of these mysteries, cloaked in the 
mysterious language of the theologians, may 
be considered as incomprehensible. Man today 
in his search for God is looking for a compre- 
hensible religion. He can see no reason why 
he should not be able to comprehend his rela- 
tion to his Creator. 

We believe that in Colossians 1:27 the Spirit 
of God has revealed to man the mystery of 
all mysteries, yet a mystery so simple that all 
men should be able to understand it. We ab- 
breviate the passage in these words: “God was 
pleased to make known this mystery which is 
Christ in you, the hope of glory.” We readily 
agree that if man but comprehends this simple 
mystery, he has little need to understand any 
other. 

If man but comprehends the simple truth 
that he has Christ within him, he is at once re- 
lieved of all belief that Christ is apart from 
him or that he is identified with evil. He comes 
to know that with Christ in him, in Truth no 
evil thing can be in him. He realizes that the 
presence of Christ within him is an antidote 
to all belief in the presence of sin, evil, disease, 
and fear. 

In the Weymouth version of the Bible, Paul 
is recorded as saying: “I have been appointed to 
serve the Church in the position of responsibil- 
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ity entrusted to me by God for your benefit, so 
that I may fully deliver God’s Message—the 
truth which has been kept secret from all ages 
and generations, but has now been revealed to 
His people, to whom it is His will to make 
known how vast a wealth of glory for the Gen- 
tile world is implied in this truth—the truth 
that ‘Christ is in you, the hope of glory.’ ” 

Do you grasp the importance of this thought 
in Paul’s mind? He felt a great measure of re- 
sponsibility in revealing the truth that Christ 
is in man and the source of all his hope. No 
doubt he looked upon it as a truth so revolu- 
tionizing that he almost staggered under the 
weight of its importance. His mission it was 
to turn the minds of men from looking to the 
historic Jesus for their help and cause them to 
turn to the mystical presence of Christ within 
them. They had prayed to Jesus as an entity 
apart from them. He had to find some way to 
direct their attention to the Christ within them. 
They had believed that they were filled with 
evil, sin, and disease. He needed to reveal to 
them that they were filled with the presence 
of Christ—the presence of peace, love, fearless- 
ness, health. They had pinned their faith to 
externals; they needed to put their trust in 
themselves, in Christ in their midst. 

Students of Truth in this day often find that 
they must use diplomacy in revealing their faith 
in Christ’s presence to those who have not 
grasped the truth that Christ is in man. Those 
who have not studied Truth or have not seen 
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THE MYSTERY OF CHRISTIANITY 11 


this passage in the Bible are inclined to be un- 
friendly to the thought that Christ abides in 
a is his only hope for the things he needs 
in life. 

We once heard of a conversation about a 
man who was considered the biggest sinner in 
his community. One person made the remark 
“Well, if there is any person that can say one 
good thing about him, I should like to hear it.” 
A very devout little woman said, “I only know 
this about him—Christ lives in him.” Since she 
had caught the truth of the immanent Christ, 
she had to recognize Him, regardless of the 
man’s misdeeds or of his reputation in the com- 
munity. 

When you are inclined to find fault with 
yourself, change the current of your thought. 
Realize that Christ is in you. A recognition of 
this truth will help you to change yourself. 
When another’s faults come to your attention, 
look past them and behold the Christ. Remem- 
ber that this mystery is not revealed to you in 
order that you may understand theology. It 
is given to you so that you may redeem and 
perfect yourself and so help to redeem others 
from your limited thoughts about them. 

If you but grasp the thought that Christ is 
in you, you will have gained an understanding 
of all there is in Truth. This one thought is the 
basis, framework, and background of Chris- 
tianity. You have power to redeem yourself 
from all adverse thought through understanding 
it. It will literally transform you.

AVE you realized that the seat of power 
N eae is within you? Do you know that 
4% Christ is your power—power to regu- 
late the affairs of your world, power 
to heal yourself, power to accomplish whatever 
you undertake?
